If plans now under consideratio 
by the industrial committee of the 
chamber of commerce, that will be 
acted upon at once materialize, Tor­ 
rance may udd another to its. list of 
going industries, the newcomer being 
a phonograph record manufacturing 
plant.

After a lengthy conference Wednes­ 
day afternoon last, with the directors 
of the chamber of commerce, Mr. 
Arne Nordskog, who recently estab­ 
lished the only phonograph recording 
laboratory on the Pacific Coast in 
Santa Monica, was shown thu old 
shoe factory on Normandle avenue, as 
a possible site for his establishment 
and the details of the enterprise were 
discussed. On the outcome of this, 
conference will rest the matter 01 
the latter's becoming the home of 
"canned" music.

Mr. Kordskog informed the com­
mittee that alt he desired in the way 
of assistance was a suitable site, as 
his company, recently incorporated, 
was fully able to finance itself

He said that he held patents cov 
ering the manufacture of records tha 
no other company possessed and tha 
the sale of his records was assure 
by a distributing system that he ex 
plained in detail.

One of the points touched upo 
during his talk, that of manufactur 
ing and selling Mexican recorcte bot' 
in California and Mexico, attractei 
the attention of the committee wh 
learned that the Victor, Edison am 
other record manufacturers made onl> 
Spanish records and that as then 
were at least 600,000 Mexicans ii 
Southern California who desire< 
records in the Mexican tongue, then 
was on annual demand for more than 
60.000 of these alone that this com 
pany could supply.

the first shift went off dluty Mon-j 
day following the opening of the 1 
plant Sunday at midnight.

'While we are still short several 
men," he continued, "we have more 
:han 200 workers employed and are 
turning out the most perfect winrj 
(iow glass in the factory's history. 
Never before since I have been con-j 
lected with the institution have 
things on the opening day run so 
smoothly or the quality of our out­ 
put been so satisfactory.

With the glass blowers stripped 
o undershirt and, overalls to with­ 

stand the terrific heat that they 
must endure t in handing at close 
quarters the molten glass, the roar 
f the gas jets through which pass 

more than one million feet ot gas 
per day for heating the great sea 
f glss, and with the partilly finish­ 

ed product being hauled away in a 
seemingly endless stream, the fac­ 
tory is a veritable hive of industry. 

The .heating question alone stag­ 
gers the imagination. As has been 
stated more than 1,000,000 cubic feet | 
of gas is consumed in the plant! 
daily and during the twenty-nine; 
weeks the factory was in operation 
last season their gas bill ws $56,- 
574.74, or enough gas to supply 
50000 ordinary householders with 
domestic gas for one month.

When the factory closed last 
spring there remained in the hugh 
vat that holds the molten glass ap­ 
proximately 400 tons. When the 
fires were rekindled1 a month ago 
this glass was reheated and to il 
added tons of broken glass that had 
been purchased from different sourc­ 
es during the summer. When this 
large amount of glass is used up at 
the rate of twenty-five tons a day 
the mixers will begin the process of 
collecting the four   nece.ssary in­ 
gredients for glass that Mother Na­ 
ture provides. Tons and tons of 
these ingredients are stored in large 
warehouses at the local factory and 
the sorting has already begun.
